pain of death at the imnda of the Klan. 


J. S. Jones, of Union county, writes 


"Mr. NewuoDi, teacher of a colored school, 
reports to me that a band of disguised 
men numbering fifteen, called upon him 
at midnight and ordered bimto discontin- 
ue his school or suffer a fearful pen- 
alty. Mr. Newsom closed the echool." 


From Chiokasaw county, A. J. Jamison, 


Co. Sopt.I obtain the following- facts: 
"F. B. Emmens and Coinelins W. Bryde, 
both teachers of colored schools, have been 
badly abused, tho latter terribly whipped 
by a diegniaed part}; also, that three 
school houses have been burned, one ol 
threo web a church tendered for the nee 
of the colored people as a school house, the 
other two houses were built by tho color- 
ed people exptes&ly for uchool purposes.'" 
Mr. Jamison further aids: "am unable to 
account for these outrages unless it be op 
position to colored schools, all tbe damage 
being to that class of schools. In sever* 
neighborhoods I have found it impossible 
to obtain teachers for the colored schools 
so great ie the four of 'these disguiaec 
men." 


J. W. Bishop, of Lonndes county, writes 


"To give jou onoh aud every cane of un 
lawful disturbance against freo schools in 
this county, would swell my communica 
tiou to an, "unexpected length. I can onV 
say briefly, that several ot my teacher 
have been visited by a body of dipguisec 
men known as Ku Klux. All the teach 
era were white and all of Southern birth 
except Mr. Farmer who was obliged to 
leave tbe county. Three t( aohers of ool 
lored eohoels were obliged to oloie their 
sohools. 


Just after tho demand of tho Ku Klux 


that no more free schools should be taught 
I visited a white school taught by a lady

preach any more. He disobeyed the ordei 
and continued to do what he thought right, 
they vinited him again, called him out am 
said they did not propose to hurt him bu 
watiUd to notify him Vhat he could no 
preach any more, but added pei/uifit h 
might jdttii the election was over.

colored youth cqoil advantages with th 
wbiio.

The Cure of Health. 


It is strange, that with increasing 


knowledge tliu" physiology and medical 
science have fproiid .-broad, and in spite of 
the repa&tei LXI« itucn tbat we all under* 
go, in regard to the oauao of ill health, we 
yet continually persist in regarding it 
simply as a misfortune, calling for sym- 
pathy, rather than the result of misdoing. 
Persons strictly conscientious in all their 
dealings with others and anxious to pro- 
mote their own mental and moral improve- 
ment, will yet neglect their bodily health, 
and violate its laws, without seeming to 
realize that tbey are thereby cutting at the 
root of all mental and moral life and sap- 
ping tha very foundations of their usefuF 
ness in tho world. They are, in faot,pnll- 
ing down with one band what they are 
striving to build up with the other, for it 
is evident that physical health in tbe 
condition upon which all duties and 


diaaaan and weaknesaat, whoa* cause we 
fail to discover, are the jut remit* of past 
irregularities, bat so far removed that we 
do not trace them. When we consider 
that not only are we enfeebling our own 
power*, entailing dUeaa** upon oar own 
nstem* and thortening our own lives by 
the neglect of the law* of health, but also 
perpetuating «imil«T Buffering! upon a fu- 
ture generation, then can be no longer 
any disposition to palliate or to ignore the 
moral guilt of each a coorae. If health 
ia truly tbe basis of all free action, and, 
therefore, of all moral lit*, it* care be- 
comes) a sacred ani-Wligiou* duty, from 
which no pressure of business, no striv- 
ings of ambition, no conventtonalitMs of 
social life can absolve 
us.—Fndadtlfhia.

joyments become possible. Tbe intentions 
and motives may be excellent, but to give 
item any efficiency the will must be 
strongly developed, and thi* can only be 
the casa where tbe physical system is in 
thoroughly good working order. No one 
without health can be aaid to be a free 
agent; he ia held back from carrying 
out his own volition;; he is no longer mas- 
ter of his own purposes, and U by so much 
a slave. Every derangement of the health 
debilitates the intellect and the will, and 
through them palsies the moral energies. 
It c'ouds the mental vision that^shonld 
piscern the right and weakens the* power 
to pursue it 


If all this b* true, can it be doubted for 


a moment that tbe o»rs of health is a 
primary moral-doty, and its neglect_a 
dereliction, demanding not sympathy but 
censure ? The man who strives for excel- 
lence in any direction, and yet neglect* the 
plain laws of his body, is like the architect 
who tries to construct a noble edifice with- 
out laying any foundation. By suicide, 
the guilt of which none will deny, a por- 
tion, we know not how much, is cnt off 
from the life—by neglect of health the. 
game practical result ensues. It has been 
calculated that from tbe ages of twenty to 
eixty-five, tbe interruption of the ' daily 
labor of men from ill-health averages from 
five to fourteen days each per annum. But 
this only estimates the pecuniary Ion of 
time, and is as nothing to tbe loss of 
energy, spirits and'vital power, which ill- 
health entails and which defy all calcula- 
tions. Many who have not lost an hour 
of notual work from this osn»», have yet 
had their faculties impaired and their 
usefulness lessened to an inconceivable ex- 
tent, and probably no man baa aver at- 
tained the full'effectiveness of which he 
would be capable, did be enjoy perfect 
physical health. Much of the discontent 
and' ill-!cmpi:r, much of the gloom and 
weariness, much of tbe dispair and bitter- 
ness'of life msy be traced to tbis cause. 


It Is true that all the sid results of ill 


health are not ia every case attributable 
to immediate personal neglect, much of > it 
is hereditary, and some doubtless proceeds 
from sources fto remote tbat as yet we 
have failed to discover them. But by far 
the greater proportion of the evils which 
are thus Inflicted upon the world proceed 
from causes directly within onr control. 
Tbe artificial life so common in cities, th* 
rush of business, the tumult of parties, 
tbe exhaustion consequent on over excite- 
ment, tbe irregular hours for sleep, the 
unwholesome food, the stimulants resorted 
to to counteract other abuses, the seden- 
tary life of some, tbe violant exeitions of 
otherf, the over-taxing of the brain, the 
neglect of pure air, cleanliness and exer- 
cise—these and similar positive violation* 
of the known laws of health are the chief 
instruments by which evil is wrought. 
No medical science, however perfect, no 
physician however able, can prevent or 
avert tbe terrible consequences tbat most 
ever follow such misdoing. It is only as 
each individual becomes convinced of his 
own moral responsibility in the matter, 
both for himself end those placed under 
his care, and of the guilt of such delin- 
quency that we can e»er hope to see any 
radical improvement. Tho knowledge tbat 
is requisite is not technical or difficult. It 
is within the reach of al), and should be 
ss sedulously pawned, and as universally 
diffused as tha first element* of education. 
Tlie three forces of tho physical,system 
are the blood, the stomach, and-the ner- 
vous system. The first demands exercise; 
tbe second, adaptation ofjdiet; the third, 
regularity and sufficiency of sleep. These 
act and react upon each other, and to- 
gether with pare air and cleanliness are 
necessary requisites for physical health. 
The inherited knowledge that we all're- 
ceive on these point*, added to our person- 
al experience, is quite sufficient for 'onr 
guidance. What we chiefly need is the 
resolution to execute what we already 
know. 


It is a common mistake to suppose that 


because we do not eeo -immediate evil re- 
sults at errors in-one physical life, tbey 
will not appear.- Cowper *ays that all the 
disorders of "a function, sooner or later, if 
not corrected, otsse to be functional dis- 
orders and become organic. Thus many 


ever give a thought to the minor 
items! defects of Ur's only noble- 


sonled and generous hearted votnan, whose 
generous liberality is as widespread as the 
fact that she is the wealthiest commoner 
in Eagland.

paratively email price. 
Such pumps will 


also outlast those of any other clas', and 
would be as valuable after being used 
through the lifo of an ordinary well as be- 
fore thoy ware put in.
